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We consider ourselves fortunate indeed to be the first American publication to 
have the opportunity to test the revolutionary new motocross machine that has been 
under development for seventeen years at the top secret Grebulski research facilities 
in beautiful downtown Warsaw. We must apologize for the fact that the results are not 
as complete as they might have been however portions of the test were unexpectedly 
interrupted when the Polish Army inadvertently invaded itself. 

First, a little background on the Grebulski industrial complex that manufactures 
this remarkable motorcycle, It is a little known fact that Grebulski also manufactures 
pickles, bologna, sanitation trucks, and formal bowling shirts. Only Polish ingenuity 
could devise ways to adapt their bologna and pickle making machinery to the produc- 
tion of motorcycles, According to Leroy Pinheadski, public relations representative 
for the company, Grebulski was founded in 1903 by Francis (The Fierce) Grebulski, 
also known as the legendary Polish sausage Baron, 

We were overwhelmed by our first view of the Grebulski Special. At first sight 
the six earles type rear shock absorbers, windshield, saddlebags, mudflaps, and 36 
red and blue reflectors on the rear fender seemed somewhat unorthodox and out of 
place on a competition machine. However we were assured by chief works rider Ron 
(Flash) Beerkowski that in spite of its appearance it was the best damn machine he’d 
ever ridden, Since Flash weights 370 Ibs. we immediately stopped snickering and 
making jokes about raccoon tails and stereo tape decks. 

Naturally we were eager to take the machine out for a few laps around the test 
track, however Flash told us that he had better take it out first to make sure it was 
running OK, The machine is rather tricky to start. Six mechanics inserted a splined 
shaft through the hollow rear axle and lifted the machine off the ground while four 
others proceeded to spin the motorcycle. We asked why this method was used and 
were told if it was good enough for the airplane mechanics it was good enough for 
them, After the machine idled down to 20 RPM they let it down on the ground and 
Flash jumped on and took off around the course. We could see the entire course from 
where we were and we’re forced to admit that Flash was truly representative of the 
Polish riding style, He was absolutely fearless while going uphill or through the mud 
traps and when a steep downhill section was reached, in the tried and true Polish 
tradition, he kicked the motorcycle off the top and rolled down after it, managing to 
regain his seat again at the bottom and get under way again after no more than a 
fifteen minute period to restart the machine, After several laps around the course 
Flash felt that the machine was running well enough to turn it over to us, Not wanting 
it said that we were chicken we got on the machine, depressed the clutch with our 
left foot, grabbed the shift lever, slapped it into gear, turned the throttle all the way 
on, let out the clutch, accelerated to 50 MPH in reverse, ran over the pit crew, 
slipped in the clutch, shifted into neutral, let out the clutch, power shifted into low, 
ran over all the magazine’s photographic equipment, double clutched it into second, 
hit a ditch at 85 MPH ruining a perfectly good pair of pants, slipped in the clutch, 
shifted into reverse by mistake and made it back to the pits at 65 MPH. At this point 
we locked up the brakes, shifted into low, hit the compression release, turned off the 
gas, pushed the kill button, and slid to a stop in front of Flash, He asked us what we 
thought of the machine and we toldhim we didn’t think the public was really ready for 
a machine of this type. He agreed with us on this point and admitted that there were 
a few items the factory was considering changing. This concluded our test of the 
Grebulski Special which is in a class by itself and represents the epitomy of Polish 
styling and engineering.

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Three-Wheeled Choppers Set 
Coast-To-Coast Record

LOS ANGELES, Calif., April 1 — The 
radically customized three-wheeled 
choppers of southern California’s two 
masters of far out show machinery were 
welcomed back to the greater Los An- 
geles area after completing an 8500 mile 
combined goodwill tour and record- 
breaking continental speed run, 

It all began when Ed ‘‘Big Daddy’’ 
Roth advertised he would match his 
Harley 45-powered ‘‘Candywagon’’ 
against any other tri- wheeler in the state 
for a series of long distance perfor- 
mance tests. t 

Immediate to take up the challenge 
was custom bike builder Tom McMullen 
of A.E.E. Choppers in Buena Park. 
Having just recently put the finishing 
touches on his latest creation, “The 
Trike’, Tom was eager to pit his six 
cylinder Corvair unit against something 
worth its mettle. He contacted Roth and 
the necessary arrangements were made, 

The first test was a drag race held at 
Orange County Raceway on aclear sunny 
day in February. With engines thunder- 
ing, McMullen and Roth staged their 
machines as thousands crowded the 
stands, cheering excitedly. Traffic slow- 
ed down to a crawl on the nearby Santa 
Ana Freeway as drivers attempted to 
catch a glimpse of the mind-bending 
action, 

With a horrendous screech of burning 
wide-oval rubber, Roth took a hole shot 
on McMullen and jumped ahead three bike 
lengths. But McMullen, with the more 
powerful Corvair engine coupled to a 
Powerglide transmission, soon caught up 
to Roth and began passing, on to what he 
supposed would be an easy victory, But 
Roth had one more card to play, and it 
was a surprise, 

With only fractions of seconds left 
before they would cross the finishing 
lights, Roth reached down and pulled a 
switch. The Roots blower hidden in a 
compartment of the Candywagon’s gas 
tank came into action, increasing the 
horsepower of the old 45 incher by 90 
percent, This enabled Roth tocome along 
side McMullen just as they crossed the 
lights, It was a dead heat. They had both 
reached a top speed of 243 m.p.h. with 
an e.t, of 8.8 seconds, It was a fantastic 
performance. 

But this was only the first of many 
tests of machine and rider, 

They bid everyone farewell and eased 
out of the Raceway, waving to the cheer- 
ing throng. 

They travelled for two days, stopping 
off at Grants, New Mexico one night and 
Beaumont in east Texas the next, The 
morning of the third day dawned with the 
two intrepid riders already on the road, 
heading for the site of their next gruel- 
ling test. 

They pulled up to the foot of Canal 
Street in New Orleans just as the Mardi 
Gras was about to begin. Roth and 
McMullen had wired ahead, informing 
the city officials of the coming of the two 
outasight trikes and the festivities had 
been held up in anticipating of their 
arrival, As they took their place at the 
head of the parade, the crowd gave a 
great cheer, Now the Mardi Gras could 
begin. The three- wheelers made itcom- 
plete. 

But to Roth and McMullen, it was 
strictly business. This was the second 
important test of their skills as top 
chopper builders. Thousands of dollars 
of future business would be at stake dur- 
ing this phase of the run, As the parade 
started up, the two riders eyed each other 
grimly and nodded in mutual assent that 
the contest was on, 

Now, as everyone knows, one of the 
main reasons people ride choppers (or 
any motorcycle, for that matter) is to 
make it with a good looking girl. Conse- 
quently, it was felt that to thoroughly 





evaluate the custom trikes, it would have 
to be determined which of the two ma- 
chines had the most sexuality. Ed and 
Tom had to see how many young giris of 
the age of consent that could be attracted 
and induced to “go for a little ride." 
And the women had to be choice mater- 
ial. No dogs would be counted. 

As the parade made the final turn at 
the end of the main boulevard, Roth had 
six pretty girls hanging on or desperate- 
ly running after trying to gain a foothold 
somewhere for the ride. McMullen, how- 
ever, had ten young females aboard, ‘It 
was those extra two seats that did it,” 
Roth commented later. “They are anice 
touch for picking up a honey.’’ 

The mayor presented them with the 
keys to the city and thanked them pro- 
fusely for helping make this year’s 
Mardi Gras the most successful one in 
history. Turning down offers to party it 
up for a few weeks, Roth and McMullen 


got ready to continue their run, 

After three hard days of riding, Roth 
and McMullen were in Washington, D.C. 
where they would subject their custom 
bikes to another type of competition — 
testing the reactions of the Establish- 
ment. 

For a chopper to really be righteous, 
it has to be able to rattle the civic- 
minded, up-tight, upper-middle class 
citizen, It has to do this just by being 
there, by existing. To determine which 
of the two bikes had the most of this 
nebulous quality, they were going straight 
to the source of the established way of 
thinking — the nation’s capitol. 

Roth and McMullen hadn’t planned this 
part too carefully; they were just going 
to play it by ear. Not sure where to 
start, they just rode around for awhile, 
digging the dumb federal architecture, 
Then McMullen got an idea. 

<Hey, Roth, let's drop by and see the 
prez.” 

‘The prez? I didn’t know Sonny was on 
the east coast.” 

«No man, I mean the President,’ Tom 
explained, “You know, of the United 
States.” 

“Oh yeah, I know who you mean now. 
Sounds okay to me, but where do we 
find him?” 

“Where he lives, I guess,” With that 
they headed for the White House. 

Parking their rigs by the curb, the two 
of them walked up to the impressive 
porch and knocked on the door, No 
answer. They knocked again, This time 
the door slowly opened a little and some- 
one asked, “What do you want?” 

“Well, we just wanted to stop by and 
say hello,” Roth said to the crack in 
the door. 


«Just stopped by to say hello? Are 
you kidding? Nobody stops by the White 
House to just ‘say hello’ tothe President 
of the United States,’’ informed the door 
crack. “People come by either to get 
State Department money to set up a new 
government somewhere, or they come by 
to demonstrate and denounce our policy 
regarding the financing of unpopular new 
governments. Now which is it?” 

“Were not putting you on,” Tom said, 
“We rode our customized three-wheeled 
motorcycles out here from southern 










California and we just wanted you to 
see them, That’s all,” 

“Rode your motorcycles out here? 
From California? And you want me — the 
President of the United States — to come 
outside and look at them? You must be 
out of your minds! I can’t do that, Be- 
sides, m busy.” The door slammed 
shut. 

Roth and McMullen stood there for a 
moment, not sure what to do. This wasa 
typical reaction, but it was too general. 
What they needed was a specific outburst 
to their particular choppers, Where could 
they get a studied appraisal of their two 
machines by unnerved citizens? How 
could they get a denunciation of analyti- 
cal importance? 

As they walked back out to their bikes 
discussing what to do next, they were met 
with a couple of hard looking plain- 
clothes types that presented them with 
subpoenas, The actions of the two chop- 
per riders had been noticed in Washing- 
ton and they were to be investigated by 
Congress, Now this, though Roth and 
McMullen, was a little more like it, 

The next day they appeared in Con- 
gress, The galleries were jammed, a full 
quorum was announced, and the business 
of investigating the two choppers parked 
outside got underway. 

The day wore onas speech after speech 
was made regarding chopper, how they 
are immoral, a bad influence on the youth 
of America and that they should be made 
illegal by federal edict. Roth and Mc 
Mullen felt they were finally getting 
somewhere, Then a senator from the 
midwest went to the podium and gotdown 
to particulars, 

In summing up Congress’ case, the 
senator mentioned that two examples of 
customized motorcycles were parked 
right outside and everyone should goand 
see for themselves what a detrimental 
influence such vehicles were to the 
orderly and sane operation of govern- 
ment, 

All the congressmen immediately got 
up and began making their way down the

there in all their garish irreverency at 
the foot of the halls of that august body. 

The congressmen came up to the two 
customs, clucked their tongues, raised 
their hands to God as Job must have 
when he was visited by his great mis- 
fortunes, and generally bemoaned the 
existance of such objects not in keeping 
with the great American ideal of what 
was Right and Proper. 

Congress went immediately into a 
closed-door session, Escorted by the 
Master-at Arms, Roth and McMullen 
were brought forward to the special 
chambers where the real business of 
government is carried out, 

In the course of asking the two bike 
builders questions in order to find a 
convenient and expeditious way of out- 
lawing this type of vehicle, Ed and Tom 
happened to mention their successful 
mail-order businesses. The committee 
learned that between the two chopper 
entreprenuers there was a total of $1.5 
million spent a year on postage along in 
mailing out catalogs, magazines, parts, 
and other custom paraphernalia, 

Upon hearing this, the congressmen 
became silent, looked at one another, 
then began whispering amongst them- 
selves. To outlaw choppers, they soon 
realized, would mean losing all that 
postal revenue, That would never do, 
The Postal Department was already 
under fire for gross inefficiency and 
needed all the money it could get to keep 
on its ponderous way. Congress not only 
had to do an aboutface, but had to give 
their approval to that which they were 
morally committed to denounce, But 
being expert in this type of manuever, it 
was surprisingly easy. 

A member stood up and madea speech 
to the effect that Congress had been 
misinformed regarding the nature of 
chopped motorcycles, that true indivi- 
duality was dear to the hearts of all 
Americans, and that the question of 
branding choppers per se as illegal and 
immoral was no longer a valid matter for 
Congress to concern itself with, There- 
upon, a motion was introduced to ad- 
journ for a five-day weekend. It was 
seconded and the meeting was quickly 
called to a close. Roth and McMullen 
were free to go, and togo with the bless- 
ings of the federal lawmakers. 

This wasn’t what Ed and Tom had 
wanted, but it was a lotbetter than stick- 
ing around for who knew how many days, 
sitting through dull, retorical speeches 
and committee meetings, The big ques- 
tion hadn’t been answered, but they were 
anxious to be on their way. 

The next and final segment was to be 
the most important: the high speed, long 
distance run back to Los Angeles, 

They raced for 36 hours straight, 
stopping only at gas stations to fill up 
(and sometimes when they didn't have to 
fill up), occasionally reaching speeds of 
145 m.p.h, They were neck and neck as 
they took the Grand Avenue offramp from 
the Hollywood Freeway and sped towards 
the Los Angeles Civic Center, Cheering 
crowds lined the streets as the two rigs 
crossed the predetermined finish line in 
front of city hall, It was McMullen ahead 
of Roth by only inches. Roth’s beard had 
blown up into his eyes, blinding him 
momentarily, forcing him to shut down 
enough to let McMullen take the win, 

Taking a slow lap around the Center 
to cool off their engines, the two riders 
swung up to the civic officials’ stands in 
front of city hall where they were asked 
to say a few words to the thousands of 
people gathered there for the momentous 
occasion, McMullen went over to the 
microphone and read from prepared 
notes, ‘‘Ape hangers are ‘out’,’’ he de- 
clared, pausing dramatically, ‘‘and fish- 
tail exhaust tips are ‘in’,’’ Upon hearing 
this, the crowd went wild. 

Roth and McMullen shook hands with 
Mayor Yorty and other grateful city offi- 
cials. They were congratulated for 
breaking the intercontinental speed re- 
cord and for showing the whole nation 
what Southern California stood for as 
epitomized by their far-out choppers.

Oregon Runs ‘em Ragged 


By G. Robert Schwarz 


How old is “too old” to ride competi- 
tion? I doubt you’ll ever get a straight 
answer from anyone. However, the Sand 
Scrambles, hosted by the Lobo Motor- 
cycle Club at Sandlake, Oregon, March 
9th, was an extremely interesting dis- 
play of how a duffer (rider over 40 years 
old) literally snowed under a host of 
younger eager beavers, most of whom 
took one look at the course and said, 
“It's too tough and I ain’t agonna ride’’, 

Well over 100 riders showed up for 
the Sand Scrambles at the coast which 
was basking under beautiful skies, Sand 
conditions were good and oh, so soft, 
The course was about 3 miles around, 
Over half was in the soft stuff while the 
remainder was hard beach sand, cobble- 
stone, creeks, mud, buried logs and other 
debris. 

Unfortunately, riders had the oppor- 
tunity to preview the course and see what 
lay ahead, For various reasons about 
50% (including some name fiders) de- 
cided to watch us idiots compete rather 
than participate. The results for those 
who did ride was really amazing. 

Classes ranged from 0 to 250cc; 250- 
450cc and the open class. With three 
check points on the 3 mile course all 
riders rode as hard as they could (or 
dared) for one full hour, The winners 
were determined by how many laps were 
ridden during the time limit. In case of 
a tie, the clock time as they arrived at 
the last check was the deciding factor, 
















Keith Grimin on his 100cc Hodaka took 1st place in his class with 5 laps. 


At 1 p.m, from a dead engine start, 49 
riders sprinted on foot totheir machines 
and squirted off for a 1-hour duel in the 
soft sand. Within several hundred yard 
the track narrowed into a soft, farily 
steep uphill grade, On top of the grade the 
course snaked through bunch grass that 
was really lumpy with sand and notatall 
properly spaced for fast riding. Then — 
right smack dab into a shallow bowl of 
soft stuff. Sand literally filled the air as 
riders gave their machines full bore 
treatment to find the elusive traction 
fluff. x 

To this point on the course (3/8 of a 
mile) there were already severalbreak- 
downs within the first lap. From there to 
the first one mile check the course 
levelled off to an almost straight shot 
over the top of a long, rolling sand dune, 


The bikes with a lot of R's backed up 
with a little horsepower and, encouraged 
at the beginning with a little foot power, 
they were soon planing on top of the sand 
and getting into the higher gears. Some 
were even pulling 4th gear and screech- 
ing along the skyline at nearly 60 mph. 
After a few laps, these ‘‘freeway’’ sec- 
tions turned into ‘‘doomsville’’ for sev- 
eral riders. It seems that when a rider 
goes parallel to the soft sand ruts, it 
causes the bike to fishtail rather violent- 
ly. Naturally, when the rear wheel pass- 
es the front wheel and both become 
anchored in the sand, the rider goes over 
the high side and all forward motion 
ceases rather abruptly. (Even with a

helmet, one can easily get well jolted 
when bailing off — I know!) 

From checkpoint one, the course 
changed direction and headed toward the 
ocean over another 3/4 mile section of 
fullbore soft stuff. 

Then down a corkscrew sand canyon 
and up a slope of fluffy sand that was 
impossible unless you had momentum, 
Down a hill and onto the beach into 
checkpoint two. 

After check two was a straight shot 
down the beach over cobblestone for 
about 5/8 of a mile. Take a hard, high 
speed left and bounce over a submerged 
log buried in the sand and back into a 
short section of the soft sand. Like 
gangbusters the course dove into hard, 
wet clay, soft sand again, a creek, hard 
clay that was goooooreasy and then hard 
sand all the way into checkpoint three, 
Then we did it all over again. 

Would you believe that the overall 
winner was a middle-aged man(not quite 
a Duffer Rider) by the name of Larry 


Brooks, riding a 250 Yamaha, whopulled 
one more lap than the second place win- 
ner, Also, would you believe that the 
third place winner was a veteran by the 
name of Roy Burke (who claims to be 
only 49 years old), pressing a 350 Ducati, 
Also, would you believe that a 100cc 
machine made it 5 laps around the gruel- 
ing course, The course was so interest- 
ing you almost didn’t know what to ex- 
pect next. Fifteen out of 49 bikes finished 
the one hour run. You might think that 
riding in the sand would be a cherry 
(naughty word) run, but it was not, When 
it was all over and done with, I ached 
from head to toe.

The desert heat took its toll in the 
350cc event. Out of the entire starting 
field, there were only four finishers, 
with Dave Doan from Riverside on a 
Honda, riding out of the Two Wheeler 
shop, taking first place, 

In the Open and 500cc GP event, 
Fresno's Don Harms who just returned 
from Daytona on his yellow Harley- 
Davidson, finished in first place in the 
Open GP class, with Tony Murphy, sec- 
ond over-all and first in the 500cc GP 
class on his Norton Manx, 

One of the outstanding lightweight 
riders of the day was 100cc Jeff Paster- 
nak, finishing in first place riding on 
Angel, In the 125, 175, and 200cc GP 
class event, to everyone’s surprise, 
#171 Rudy Galindo on a Yamaha finished 
first over-all, but not until after a great 
deal of scrapping with road racing cham- 
pion Buddy Parriott. Galindo led the 
first two laps with Buddy leading the 
next 7 laps, and then Buddy dropped back 
into second spot until the last lap when 
his machine had mechanical problems, 

In the 175cc GP class, firstplace went 
to #107 Doug Clifford from Hawthorne, 
Calif. on a Bridgestone and the 200cc 
class went to Dick Pearce on aGreeves, 

The lightweight production event is 
always interesting, especially from the 
rider’s viewpoint, with the small 50cc’s 
through 200cc production machines bat- 
tling. This time cubic inches took it and 
the over-all winner was a 200cc ma- 
chine, Roger Wood on a Bridgestone, 


Rick Mullane came all the way from 
Seattle to take 2nd 125cc on a Honda. 

The heavyweight production eventalso 
was captured by the largest displace- 
ment machine running in the event,

OR MINT SHORT CHANGES BIKES 


Las Vegan Bill Hill piloted this experimenta! 
Suzuki, more for fun than for mon’. But who 
cares about the bikers? Not the Mint. — 





Aha! The old plug-wrench-in-the-boot-trick!

LAS VEGAS, NEV. — March 24 & 25, 
After banging through the Nevada desert 
for 400 miles on a glorified hare scram- 
bles Monday and Tuesday, the motor- 
cycle racers won the Mint 400, only to 
find that they were losers, after all, 

Advertised as a cross-country race 
with $30,000 in cash prize money and 
$26,320 in merchandise and products, 
the bike enthusiasts paid their $250 entry 
(same as the cages) fully expecting to 
share equally in the same distribution, 

Only the fine print and tricky wording 
of the entry blank and last-minute press 
handouts showed that the house had ar- 
ranged the odds in favor of the cages, 
at the expense of the bikes, 

The overall winner was, of course, a 
motorcycle (Yamaha DT-1) co-ridden by 
Mike Patrick and Phil Bowers. They 
shared $1,500 total prize money, plus 
some merchandise awards. 

The first cage, a Volkswagen dune 
buggy, got $6,000 and the second place 
4-wheeler got $2,000. 

Patrick stalked up to the race offi- 
cials and handed back his check, They 
then read the fine print on the entry 
blank to him, with vocal emphasis that 
helped straighten out the ambiguity of the 
wording. 

So much for the Mint 400... a waste of 
time as far as the motorcycle press and 
bike riders were concerned, It was 
sponsored by Del Webb’s Mint Hotel in 
Vegas and by the International Desert 
Racing Association, not to be confused 
with the National Off-Road Racing Asso- 
ciation, which is a good group. 
N.O.R.R.A, puts on the Annual Baja Run 
and the Vegas 7-11. And they don’t try to 
cheat the bikes just because motorcycles 
always win.

THE INVADERS M.C. HARE 
SCRAMBLES

RED ROCK, Calif., Mar. 23 — Hard-luck 
Bil! Friant, #30x on a Tracy’s-tuned 250 
Husky, finally had Lady Luck on his side 
today as he charged ahead of 386 big 
bike riders to take a well-earned win of 
the three-loop, 105-mile hare scrambles 
race in two hours and 45 minutes. 

It was no candy course that the riders 
were headed for, although it was in 
familiar territory out around Robbers’ 
Roost, Turning left up into the moun- 
tains, some of the old trails were really 
chopped up from previous races, From 
the start, Steve Kirk, #2 on a Bultaco, 
led it to the smoke bomb, chased all the 
way by Danny Kline, #7x on a 250 
Greeves, but both ran into mechanical 
trouble on the first loop, The lead posi- 
tion was then left open to hard-charging 
Gary Conrad, #163 on a Husky, who was 
followed into the pits after the first loop 
by Bill Friant, also Husky-mounted, 

Conrad dropped a chain on the second 
loop and Friant quickly took over the 
lead, with Steve Staats, #5 on a 360cc 
Harley-Davidson, pushing him hard, 
Coming into the pits for gas, Friant was 
passed by Staats, who had a large tank 
and did not take on gas. 

Friant, who has had the lead many 
times in other races, only to be denied 
the wins, was ten feet behind as they 
left the pits, But, as he told it later, <I 
made up my mind that I was not going to 
lose it now,’’ and, gritting his teeth, he 
turned it all the way on until he had re- 
captured the lead witha sizeable margin. 
This now-or-never attitude carried him 
all the way to the finish for the win, One 
minute behind was Staats, who had ridden 
a good race on his Harley-Davidson, and 
took first in the 500 Class. 

Tom Muto, #5x on a Husky, was third, 
Howard Utsey was fourth on a CZ, and 
First Open Class went to Triumph- 
mounted Gene Dempsey, #101. In sixth,

#42, who took Second Open Class. Ron 
Wilson, #516x, an up-and-coming Husky 
rider, did his ““thing” again, taking 
First 250 Amateur spot.

#32, was the first 500 Amateur in, on a 
Husky.

#566, was First 500 Novice, followed by 
Don Memmoth, #257x, who charged in 
like a true desertrider, tiredand sweaty, 
with blistered hands, and claimed First
